A process for m anufacturing wood alcohol from sawdust and m ill waste 


has been perfe. ted at a chem ical plant in Pennsylvania. 


It lias been deniorxirated, says the inventor, that 4f»u pounds of acetate 


of lime, thirty gallons of wood alcohol and fifty bushels of charcoal can 
lie 


got from two ton 
of sawdust by the process which he has discovered and 


which makes use of edging and other small pieces ol waste about the saw 


m ill as well as saw dust. 


Most saw' mills are located at some distance from a m arket for all the 


waste that comes from the conversion of logs into lum ber, and it has been 


the custom to heap this waste in piles and burn it or to haul it off, as some 


exjiense, to tlx* most convenient place for its disposal. This would make this 


waste a source of profit, instead of a trouble and expense, would add conald 


earbly to tlx* profits of the lum ber men and to their general com fort, for it 


must alw ays be with real regret that anyone w ith 
an economical turn 
of 


mind can see anything go to waste.
